May Have Cured Sister's Ailment 
Peruvian Creates 
Cancer Antibodies 


LIMA, Peru <AP> — A y oung 
Peruvian phy sician say s he may 
have cured his half-sister s can­ 
cer by giving her cancer-fight­ 
ing antibodies which he created 
by injecting himself with her 
cancerous cells. 
Dr. Alfonzo Zavaleta Cruzado, 
34, said in an interview that the 
ex periment was performed less 
than a month ago and five y ears 
are required before it will be 
known if his sister. Mrs. Elis 
Wenzell, has been cured of can­ 
cer of the uterus. 
But the cancer appears to 
have disappeared, he added. 
Zavaleta said his ex periment 
differs in some respects from 
similar ex periments which are 
being performed in the United 
States and elsewhere, with en­ 
couraging results. 
He said he took specimens of 
his sister's cancer cells and in­ 
jected them in his own leg. His 
sy stem formed antibodies to de­ 
stroy the foreign cells, the doc­ 
tor ex plained, and the antibod­ 
ies were then transferred to his 
sister. 
Zavaleta said the ex periment 
is similar to the body 's natural 
tendency to form antibodies to 


resist bacteria or reject trans­ 
planted organs.

City Council covered a wide 
gamut of problems facing the 
city during an informal four- 
hour session Wednesday night. 
Here's a capsule summary of 
tentative agreements: 
WAGES — Schedule a meet­ 
ing with the negotiating com­ 
mittee of the Police & Fire As­ 
sociation Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. 
to submit offer by city . 
REZONING — Draft an ordi­ 
nance on the proposed Ohio Ave. 
rezoning so It can be placed in 
the engineer's office for public 
inspection prior to the schedul­ 
ed public hearing Dec. 17. 
FIRE CONTRACT - Submit

Township trustees calling for 
$400 increase per y ear. 
KENT STATE — Attempt to 
introduce legislation at a special 
meeting Monday night to em ­ 
ploy Howells and Baird to pro­ 
vide detailed plans for the ex ­ 
tension of water and sewage 
lines to the proposed Kent State 
facilitv on Lisbon Rd.

Most of the discussion last 
night centered around a coun­ 
ter proposal which Council will 
make in response to the petition 
of the safety forces for a $1,204 
a y ear increase and substantial 
fringe benefits. 
Council went over each item 
of the police and fire request on 
the 19 per cent pay increase 
from $6,336 to $7,540 a y ear for 
rank-and-file firemen with more 
than one y ear’s service. 
Council also discussed the pos- 
sibilitv 
of establishing 
three 
eight-hour shifts in the fire de­ 
partment, the same schedule as 
worked by police. At present, 
firmen are on duty for 24 hours 
and off 48 hours. Establishment 
of 8-hour shifts apparently would 
necessitate increasing the num­ 
ber of firemen. 
Besides the wage increase, 
the Police L Fire Association 
committee also asked the city 
to provide a complete starting 
uniform for new police and fire­ 
men and an increase in die 
clothing allowance from $75 to 
$125 a y ear. 
They also asked a boost in 
paid holiday s from seven to 
nine and longevity pay after 
five y ears up to a max imum of 
20 per cent after 20 y ears. The 
request also seeks overtime pay 
at the rate of 1H times the 
hourly rate for firemen called 
back or on stand-by duty and 
changes in vacation time to pro­ 
vide which, essentially , 
would 
grant a fourth week of vacation 
after 15 y ears’ service.

They followed the 
seepage to a storage cellar, 
w'here they found a pool of oil 
large enough to fill 150 barrels. 
But as it turned out the oil 
came from a well drilled in 1911 
and abandoned in 1924 and the 
question was not how much 
money the Weinsieders would 
get for their oil, but how much 
it would end up costing them. 
First, the oil refineries said 
they couldn’t buy the oil from 
independent 
operators. 
Then 
neighbors 
began 
complaining 
about the odor and the fumes.

H A L D I’S 
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Italy's Capital 
Crippled by 
General Strike 


ROME (AP) — A 24-hour gen­ 
eral strik e hit Rome today as 
Premier-designate Mariano Ru­ 
mor resumed talk s to form a 
new Italian government. 
The strik e came after two 
day s of violent demonstrations 
by work ers and students in ev­ 
ery major Italian city . The 
work ers want higher wages. 
The students want reforms in 
the educational sy stem, 
and 
both are protesting the police 
k illing of two Sicilian farm­ 
hands during a strik e demon­ 
stration Monday night. 
Union leaders predicted 1.5 
million persons in the Rome 
area would join in the strik e and 
bring the city to a standstill. 
Schools were closed “to avoid 
unpleasantness to their pupils,” 
the school board said. 
The stock ex change in Milan, 
Italy 's industrial and financial 
capital, was closed for two 
day s. 
Students marched in Naples, 
Rome and Milan again Wednes­ 
day night, shouting antipolice 
slogans and causing major traf­ 
fic jams They painted “Police 
Equals Gestapo’’ in red on the 
central police station in Naples. 
The police remained out of 
sight in accordance with orders i 
from Premier Giovanni Leone’s 
caretak er government not to 
create further incidents. The 
Communist party also passed 
the word to its members and 
sy mpathizers to calm down and 
avoid violence. 
Communist leaders were said 
to be worried that the riots 
would turn into anarchy , and 
the army and the police would 
seize control of the government 
and drive the Communist party 
underground. 
Lik e the French Communists 
last May , the Italian Commu­ 
nists are concerned because an 
element they don’t control—the 
militant and ex uberant students 
is becoming the main mover 
in the demonstrations and disor­ 
ders. The students consider the 
Communist party another mem­ 
ber of the country ’s established 
power structure and don’t tak e 
orders from it.

A Wasted Opportunity 


The message comin g from a con feren ce of 
stu den t activ ists at Notre Dame Un iv ersity is 
that more protests again st what they call “in ­ 
stitu tion al racism” are in the offin g. 
Some straight talk from a civ il rights cru sad­ 
er failed to make an impression on the n early 
300 stu den ts participatin g in the meetin g spon ­ 
sored by the n ation al Stu den t Association . 


REV. THEODORE M. HESBURGH, Notre 
Dame's presiden t an d a member of the U. S. 
Civ il Right* Commission sin ce its fou n din g 11 
y ears ago, spoke to the grou p du rin g an ev e­ 
n in g session . 
He told the stu den ts some progress has been 
made in the civ il rights field, agreed that more 
n eeded to be don e an d said persisten t hard 
work wou ld mov e black-white relation s for­ 
ward. 
Father Hesbu rgh pu t his opin ion of the prob­ 
lem before the grou p in easy -to-u n derstan d 
words: “You 're n ot goin g to solv e it by emotion 


or simplistic an swers. It’s a hard, tou gh grin d­ 
in g job. If y ou really wan t to help, for the lov e 
of Mike, get competen t abou t the problem.” 
The differen ces in approachin g the problem 
are shown v iv idly in Father Hesbu rgh’s call for 
rejection of emotion alistic an swers, an d the stu ­ 
den ts' con tin u ation of mappin g battle plan s. 
Father Hesbu rgh did n ot say the stu den ts 
hav e n ot chosen a worthwhile cau se; he did 
n ot disagree with their position that u n in ten tion ­ 
al forms of behav ior in su re con tin u ed race ten ­ 
sion . He asked for co-operativ e, con stru ctiv e ac­ 
tion to en d racism. 


STUDENTS WERE MORE In terested in dis­ 
cu ssin g harassmen t an d obstru ction . 
It is this rigid position , with its compan ion 
v iolen ce, that will brin g far more damage than 
su pport to the campaign for racial harmon y . 
It is a shame that an opportu n ity for a weld­ 
in g of efforts in behalf of facial ju stice was 
wasted. 
Letter From Max

Well, we can ’t win ’em all. 
A few weeks ago we discu ssed in this space 
the possibility that the reason so man y records 
were broken in the Oly mpics at Mex ico City 
was becau se at that high altitu de of 9 ,000 feet 
the grav itation al force was less, en ablin g ath­ 
letes to ju mp higher an d farther an d to ru n 
faster. 
So we darin gly sen t ou r theory to a topn otch 
astrophy scist, a frien d of man y y ears ago, an d 
he was cou rteou s en ou gh to gen tly try to 
straighten ou t this du mb lay man on the compli­ 
cated problem. 


A SAFE RULE OF THUMB is that n othin g is 
ev er as simple as it seems at first an d ev ery ­ 
thin g ev en tu ally win ds u p bein g complicated. 
Thu s it was flatterin g to get the scien tific low- 
down from an au thority . 
He replied, “ It was good to hear from y ou 
an d to learn of y ou r in terest in the effect of 
high altitu de on Oly mpic performan ce in Mex i­ 
co City . 
“There are two factors that are importan t in 
determin in g the v ariation in weight ov er the 
su rface of the earth. On e is distan ce from the 
earth’s cen ter, an d the other is referred to as 
cen trifu gal force effects. 
“Both ten d to redu ce the weight toward the 
equ ator. Howev er, the redu ction is v ery small. 
The effect of the cen trifu gal force at the equ a­ 
tor is on ly abou t three parts in a thou san d; the 
effect of the v ariation in the earth’s radiu s is 
ev en less. 
“I dou bt if either of these is mu ch of a con ­ 


sideration in the Oly mpic performan ces. 
“ Other factors at the Oly mpics in Mex ico 
City su ch as the thin n er air (with less friction 
for ru n n ers), lower ox y gen con ten t (which n e­ 
cessitates adaptation of a complicated n atu re 
for those who n ormally liv e below 5,000 feet 
abov e sea lev el) an d perhaps other in direct ef­ 
fects of high altitu de are mu ch more importan t. 
“ A carefu l scien tific stu dy is y et to be made. 
Un dou btedly there were pattern s in perform­ 
an ce at Mex ico City that can be ex plain ed by 
high altitu de effects, an d by the adaptability , or 
lack of adaptability of the in div idu al perform­ 
ers. 
“I believ e, for ex ample, that the high ju mp 
records are a resu lt of the lower air friction , 
an d n ot the slightly smaller weight.” 


MY LETTER TO HIM men tion ed the likeli­ 
hood of forcin g the earth ou t of orbit if it were 
weighed to establish the grav itation al force in 
relation to the Mex ico City sports records. 
He ex plain ed, “Scien tists don ’t hav e to kn ock 
the world cockey ed when they weigh it. With a 
meterstick, a clock an d an accu rate balan ce 
they can weigh the world ir. the laboratory . Bu t 
they don ’t actu ally weigh the world. They ju st 
see how a body falls, an d that same body is af­ 
fected by a n earby heav y metal sphere. 
“An y on e who wishes to get the details may 
register in Phy sics III at the u n iv ersity .” 
Fair en ou gh.

There are ju st hu n dreds 
of cells, big an d small. They ru n fou r to fiv e 
members an d sometimes 10 to 12. Bu t they are 
n ot organ ized cen trally . There is n o in frastru c­ 
tu re. There ju st is n o n ation al operatin g organ i­ 
zation .” 
That’s what the compu ter say s. An d it is n ev ­ 
er wron g. Bu t there are those who wou ld like to 
con fu se the memory box . 
There is, for ex ax mple, on the memory tape, a 
lady kn own as Qu een Mother Au dley Moore 
(Warn er). She’s an old Commu n ist apparat-ac- 
tiv ist. I hav e n o dou bt, n or hav e the au thorities, 
that she has assign ed herself the task of creat­ 
in g a n ation .il black fron t, to woo in the 
hu n dreds of small cells. 


FOR THE COMMUNIST PARTY, to which 
she has dedicated so man y of her y ears, this 
wou ld be a cou p. For the n ation ’s black com­ 
mu n ities, it wou ld be a calamity . Su ch a feat 
wou ld impede the cou n terattack, ju st lau n ched 
by the NAACP again st all ex tremists. It wou ld 
fru strate the NAACP’s recen t appeal to reason , 
in which it said, “the emergen ce of (this) swag­ 
gerin g ban d of black ex tremists deman din g 
aban don men t of democratic methods an d goals 
. . . mu st be met head-on by the v ast majority 
of Negroes who reject the min ority ’s tactics 
an d goals . . .” 
An y dev elopmen t of Commu n ist in flu en ce 
amon g the black people wou ld hamper the n ew 
offen siv e of the NAACP, which also said there 
mu st be a “ repu diation of the n ihilism of the 
ex tremists who are shrilly an d in sisten tly es­

Kov open ed the meetin g 
by statin g that he had ju st 
made a discov ery which 
cou ld affect Sov iet-Ameri- 
can relation s for y ears to 
come. 
“So speak, Kov ,” said Comrade Kosy gin 
irritably . “It better be importan t, to get u s 
ou t of bed at 3 in the morn in g.” 


“ COMRADES,” SAID KOV, “I hav e star­ 
tlin g in formation that the American male is 
atrophy in g!” 
“ What are y ou talkin g abou t?” Comrade 
Gromy ko shou ted. 
“American s are gettin g smaller. Look at 
these charts. This is the American male in 
19 58—an d this is the American mac in 19 6 8. 
In 10 y ears his arms hav e become 2 in ches 
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shorter an d his legs 3 in ches shorter.” 
The Kremlin power stru ctu re looked at the 
charts in amazemen t.

LONG AGO SHE WAS a pion eer in black n a­ 
tion hood, throwback to the Negro separatism 
spon sored in the U.S. by Moscow din in g the 
thirties. 
Lon g before today 's y ou n g black ex tremists 
began shou tin g for a separate n ation , Qu een 
Mother Moore, the Comrade Au dley of old. 
helped lau n ch the African Descen dan ts’ Nation ­ 
alist In depen den ce Partition Party . That was in 
19 6 2. She key n oted the organ izin g con feren ce 
an d soon was “elected” the Party ’s Min ister of 
Foreign Relation s. 
This set the pace an d preceden t for n ew “n a­ 
tion s,” each with their own cabin ets an d min is­ 
tries. 
Qu een Mother Moore’s first v en tu re did n ot 
catch. It n ev er got off the wall. Soon she wen t 
to an other empire — the Repu blic of New Afri­ 
ca, lau n ched in Detroit. This was an ambitiou s 
v en tu re. The n ew Repu blic actu ally sou ght to 
bu y lan d for an airstrip in Mississippi. This 
time, the Qu een Mother was more restrain ed. 
She chose the post of Min ister of Health an d 
Welfare.

Mou n t Addis Ababa Corporation , which dev el­ 
oped train in g grou n ds in New York’s Catskill 
Mou n tain s. They n ev er did get arou n d to train ­ 
in g gu erillas there. Bu t they did get New York 
City school children to come u p for in doctrin a­ 
tion u n til this was discov ered an d stopped by 
the n ew besieged cen tral Board of Edu cation .

Hopes are ridin g on the ou tcome of peace n e­ 
gotiation s in Paris. HOPE will be bu oy ed in a 
v ery literal sen se shou ld the sn ail’s-pace talks 
ev en tu ally resu lt in an en d to the war in Viet­ 
n am. 
This is Project HOPE, the n on profit, n on gov ­ 
ern men t organ ization fou n ded in 19 58 to help 
raise toe lev el of medical edu cation in dev el­ 
opin g n ation s. 
The project’s famed hospital ship, the SS 
HOPE, is on loan from the Nav y , where it was 
called toe USS Con solation . Sin ce its christen ­ 
in g in 19 6 0, the SS HOPE has con du cted pro­ 
grams in In don esia, Sou th Vietn am, Peru , Ec­ 
u ador, Gu in ea, Nicaragu a an d Colombia. It is 
cu rren tly halfway throu gh a 10-mon th medical 
teachin g an d treatmen t mission to Cey lon . 
Project HOPE n ow seeks to add a secon d ship 
an d has receiv ed word from the Defen se De­ 
partmen t that it “wou ld look with fav or u pon 
a requ est for an addition al hospital ship after 
the cessation of hostilities in the F ar East.” 
Presu mably , it wou ld be on e of the Nav y hos­ 
pital ships n ow in serv ice in Vietn am. 
The n eed for a secon d ship is u n derscored by

Somethin g is happen in g to the fin an ces of 
state an d local gov ern men ts in America which 
in man y respects is more seriou s than the u n ­ 
balan ced bu dgets an d hu ge debt of the federal 


gov en men t. 
Thu s, for ex ample, the an n u al ex pen ditu res 
by state an d local gov ern men ts hav e risen from 
$49 .6 billion in 1960 to more than $103 billion in 


19 6 1. 
These figu res, which were compiled by the 
econ omic u n it of the magazin e “ U.S. News it 


tag. 
World Report,” from data su pplied by the U S 
Departmen t of Commerce are startlin g n ot so 
mu ch becau se of the total amou n t spen t as the 
rapidity with which ex pen ditu res are In creas­ 


in g. 


WHEN AN ANALYSIS is made of what 
bein g don e with the mon ey , it will be fou n d th 
edu cation is gettin g 41.4 per cen t, whereas po­ 
lice protection gets on ly 3.5 per cen t an d fire 
protection 1.7 per cen t. Ev en the ou tlay s for 
health an d hospitals amou n t to on ly 7.7 per 


cen t. 
Un dou btedly the in creasin g amou n t bein * 
spen t for edu cation is du e to the fact that the 
federal gov ern men t offers to fu rn ish u p to 90 
per cen t prov ided the states pu t u p as little a- 
10 per cen t. This mean s a chan ce to fin an ce 
n ew programs at 10 cen ts on the dollar, an d the 
state an d local gov ern men ts are n ot likely to 
pass u p that kin d of opportu n ity to Improv e 
their edu cation al sy stems. 
The failu re, howev er, to spen d mon ey for po­ 
lice an d fire protection is on e of the reason s 
why there are so man y crimes bein g committed 
an d why riots are n ot effectiv ely han dled. The 
total amou n t spen t y early by the 50 states of 
the u n ion an d local gov ern men ts for police 
protection amou n ts on ly to $3.3 billion , while 
$1.8 billion is allocated for fire protection . 
More than $13 billion is allocated to hlghwpy 
con stru ction . What is termed “ pu blic assistan ce 
an d relief” receiv es $9 .4 billion , largely becau se 
of federal gran ts. 
The debt of the state an d local gov ern men ts 
has also soared at a rate far ex ceedin g that of 
the federal gov ern men t. State an d local debt m 
19 6 8 is estimated at $129 billion , which repre­ 
sen ts a rise from $6 3 billion in 1960. 
Un der Secretary of the Treasu ry Frederick L 
Demin g said in a speech recen tly that a “ mere 
con tin u an ce” of the rate of growth of state aru i 
local debt for the past two decades wou ld boost 
the total debt by an other $120 billion in the 
n ex t decade. 
He poin ted ou t that Con gress, in 1968, passed 
n ew legislation by which the federal gov ern ­ 
men t is offerin g to pay part of the in terest or 
prin cipal on state an d local borrowin g for a 
n u mber of programs. These in clu de pu blic 
hou sin g, higher edu cation , water-pollu tion con 
trol an d hospital modern ization . 
Mr. Demin g in dicated it will be n ecessary to 
add n ew fin an cial requ iremen ts for mass tran s­ 
it an d other u rban -redev elopmen t activ ities, 
mu n icipal airports, an tiair-pollu tion effects an d 
other areas in which federal programs hav e 
been established an d are ex pected to be in ­ 
creased. Mr. Demin g added: 
“Takin g all this in to accou n t, it is n ot diffi­ 
cu lt to v isu alize a total rise in state an d local 
debt ov er toe n ex t 10 y ears of $150 billion or 
more in addition to the n ormal growth of $120 
billion cited earlier. 
“That wou ld mean that, in 10 y ears, state an d 
local debt wou ld be risin g by $30 billion to Mi 
billion or more a y ear, rather than by $10 bil­ 
lion , or less, as at presen t.” 
Mr. Demin g an d man y others are say in g that 
the presen t sy stem by which state an d local 
gov ern men ts do their fin an cin g throu gh tax -ex ­ 
empt bon ds will n ot be su fficien t for the bor­ 
rowin g that will hav e to be don e. It is bein g 
predicted that some other arran gemen t wi'l 
hav e to be made. 


UP TO NOW it has been assu med that state 
an d local gov ern men ts are n ot carry in g their 
share of the bu rden an d that the federal gov ­ 
ern men t cou ld u n load it almost en tirely on 
them. Bu t it is apparen t that the states actu ally 
are goin g more an d more heav ily in debt an d 
are doin g mu ch more borrowin g than ev er be­ 
fore. 
It may tu rn ou t that n ew forms of tax ation or 
higher rates of presen t tax es will become n ec­ 
essary in the states an d cities in order to meet 
the growin g n eeds of an in creasin g popu lation .

The American Civil Liberties 
Union and several religious or­ 
ganizations, including the Amer­ 
ican Jewish Congress, have pro­ 
tested for the past IO years re­ 
ligious decoration of govern­ 
ment buildings and grounds as 
a violation of separation of the 
church and state principle. 
“We can’t tell yet if past ef­ 
forts are going to result in few­ 
er religious decorations 
this 
year,” said Leo Pfeffer, special 
counsel to the American Jewish 
Congress. 
Creche, Cross Challenged 
Pfeffer. 58. is the lawyer who 
represented the Jewish Cong­ 
ress in the drive to keep a 
creche off the lawn of an Os­ 
sining, N. Y., school and a 40- 
foot cross out of a public park 
in Eugene, Ore. 
Neither case has set 
any 
stringent legal guidelines. 
In Ossining, the State Su­ 
preme Court ruled the creche 
could stay but only while the 
school children were on vaca­ 
tion. 
Gross Remains 
The Oregon court voted to re­ 
move the cross but it remained 
standing, pending an appeal. 
Mayor Norman A. Myers of 
Overland, Mo., was surprised 
to receive a letter from two 
lawyers demanding that a Na­ 
tivity scene on the City Hall 
lawn be removed on constitu­ 
tional grounds. 
“If this is the type of consti­ 
tution we are living under, it 
certainly is in line for revision,” 
Myers said. 
In Dade County, Fla., a Fed­ 
eral district court, the highest 
to receive such a case, ruled |‘carojs 
in favor of allowing a court­ 
house to display an Illuminated 
cross. 
“Basically, the court consid­ 
ered it such a small thing they 
thought it should be overlook­ 
ed,” Pfeffer said.
